Hi Jan and the gang, 


The box says GEC Quartz Crystal Unit For Stable Frequency Generation, and 
was made in England. There's a date stamp of Feb 1969. 


Inside is a glass cylinder about 3" long by 0.5" diameter. Two wire leads 
come out of one end. Inside is a lovely slice of plated quartz (could it be 
gold) suspended between two long struts supported by mica spacers, and 
connected by soldered pigtails. The quartz is about 1.5" long, 3/8 wide by 
1/8 thick. The glass tube is marked Marconi P5. 


VVVVVV VV 


I've got a four of these I found at a hamfest a few years ago. They 
looked so beautiful I couldn't resist them. Mine all look like tubes, 
some octal, some very long 7 pin (like a stretched miniature tube). They 
are all English or Australian in origin. They have all got 4 wires 
coming out connected to 4 areas of plating, 2 on each side. The quartz 
is in the shape of a bar about 3 inches long and 1/4 X 1/8" in section. 
The frequencies are all in the audio range, 6.3 and 9.4 KHz are 2 that 
come to mind. 


With the help of a listmember a couple of years ago I got them 
oscillating. Amazing! They are the only crystals I have ever seen which 
you can actually xhearx while they are going. When you de-energize the 
circuit they go on "ringing" for 5 seconds or so just as you would 
expect a high-Q resonator like a crystal to do. 


I don't know what they came from (? telephone equipment) or what to do 
with them but they are very cool!

The GR equipment I've experienced had what I took to be a lacquer finish 
rather than varnish. It came up again when redoing a Navy OE-12 Receiver 
Analyzer, test set, in an oak box. What seemed to be the best way to go was 
a total strip/sand, shoot with sanding sealer, rub out, then shoot the 
finish lacquer then final rub out. That test set is contemporary to yours 
built by Weston and used with RAL/RAK etc. GR...have a collection of 
connector adapters someplace...

Several folks responded to my question about the T-4/FRC. Conard, WS4S, 
has one and here are his comments (with his permission): 


ae a aaa ln fk rt Eh Forwarded messages ------------------------------ 
Hi Don, 

I have one of the beasties in my shack. It is a shore-based transmitter from 
the WW2 period. Itis really just a single deck from a larger setup that used 
up to five such units powered by a single enormous power supply and 
modulator. The manual I have shows two LF units and three HF units in an 
installation. 

It is intended for remote operation via landline, but you can key it locally 
from a test jack on the front panel. It is also intended to be run under 
xtal control, but there is a VFO built in for emergency use. The L.O. isn't 
keyed, so you gotta modify it to some extent to hear anything on your 
frequency. Yours should have large side panels and a front door. The innards 
slide out of the case on rails. The beastie will want 220 VAC power and that 
supplies everything except the final B+ which came from the main power 
supply/modulator. 

I have used mine on 80M. I can get 500 watts output with no real strain. I 
did have to rebuild the output coil as the old insulation wasn't an 
insulator in any serious manner any more and the coil caught fire. It 
sounds worse that it really was. 

I modified the internal VFO to shift frequency on keydown so I can run CW, 
but I get horrible key clicks. I found a qrp cw rig on 80M does a fine job 
driving the transmitter, so I use that now. I haven't had a chance to try 
the beastie on 160, but I think it will go there with no problem.

Phil's too kind--I leapt to the usual conclusion for "plate current 
improper, bypass okay" and pointed to the grid circuit; and tossed in the 
standard, "and check all connections for the umpteenth time." I suspected 
either an NG grid condenser/resistor or tube-pin miswiring (let's just say 
I have been burned that way on mini tubes more than once). 


An awful lot of the time, these "should work but won't" troubles can be 
solved just by getting away from the gear for a day or two, then going 
back and having another look--from another angle, if at all possible! 

Everybody's done been bit by this kind of mistake; when we build or £1ix 
gear, we make up a sort of little mental movie of it and working alone, 


it's very possible to go back over the same error many times with that 
"movie" running and not find the problem. The trick is to "change the 
shot" and look at it fresh--that way, you see the reality and not your 
expectations. (And hoo-boy, is xthis*x a lesson I've learned from 
experience--and learned over and over and....)

Been there, done that. I've lost count of the number of times I've 
"corrected" a miswire just to discover I repeated the mistake. I guess 
Bobbi would call this "movie re-runs". I relate this mental process to 
driving someplace and finding myself on course to another place that I used 
to go to regularly but not anymore; like where I used to go to work. You 
daydream and the process of navigation reverts to the old "backup copy" 
(with apologies for the computer whimsy). In the case of the miswire, the 
backup copy is your recent memory of how things looked as you disassembled 
things, you unconsciously put things back the way you remember them. The 
only technique I've discovered that reliably avoids this kind of defugalty 
is to make a sketch (a map) of how things look before I originally 
disassemble the parts. I always make a sketch when working on IF cans, 
it's too easy to cause damage the first time around, reworking a repair job 
is to be avoided. Keep a sketch pad and several pencils handy.

AM reception with the Halli SX-115 is not optimum. 


For starters, the AM detector's output is inexplicably run thru the product 
detector (6BY6) tube which then operates as an (imperfect) amplifier. It's 
just not needed, the SX-101A sadly does it too. Result is audible 
distortion. SX-101 & earlier (-100, -96, S-76) don't do it this way & 
sound better. 


Have had them all on the bench here at same time for direct comparison. 


AF response is tailored for SSB & CW use, low cut is too severe for AM, 
can't switch it out as you can on -101, -100 & -96. The Function switch on 
the -115 & -101A is silly for AM use, you get choice of USB or LSB for 
either the product or envelope detector. 


As the 50 kHz IF (where most all of the selectivity is) is offset tuned to 
50.75 kHz, a center-tuned AM signal (carrier at 50.00 kHz) will have its 
carrier in a about a 6-10 dB hole caused by the selectivity curve so you 
can't just change sidebands on a center-tuned AM signal by switching the 
function switch. I.e. the IF is in the wrong place for the AM carrier. 


You can retune any Hallis with the 50 kHz IF to put them on 50.00 kHz with 
no problem. 


BTW, the selectivity of radios from the S-76 to the SX-115 (& -117 & -122) 
is the same, same IF ct. & even same IF can part nos. It's about as good 
as it gets for LC filters, the Drake R-4* are a bit better. But it's 
nowhere close to mechanical filters in terms of shape factor. All you have 
to do is look at the selectivity curves to verify this. 


A better choice for AM is the -101 (or genl coverage -100) plus you get 
back 160 m. The function switch gives 1) Normal (no hi or lo cut), 

2) Treble cut (no lo cut) & 3) USB or 4) LSB, both 3 & 4 have hi & lo cut, 
all from the envelope detector. Note that 1, 2 & 3 are all in the USB 
mode. 


Acutally the sideband selection system is not needed as the radio has a 
tunable BFO with enuf range to effect sideband selection. (That's how the 
SX-122 does it).
